Lobbying In Perspective 


The report of the Franklin Cou nty Grand 


J u r y on 
lobbying 
in the Legislatu re only 


tou ches the su rface of an intangible topic. 


It can serve nevertheless to give Ohioans 
a better u nderstanding of this oft-misu nder­ 
stood aspect of the legislative process. 
For 
it points u p the frequ ently overlooked fact 
that there are two sides to the lobbying pic­ 
tu re. 


After some well pu blicized investigating, 
the ju ry reported it had enou gh evidence to 
indict one lobbyist and to u rge the apomt- 
m ent of a special grou p to carry on its stu dy 


'The grand ju ry cannot believe , , money 
was paid for the reason of fr: *ndship alone,” 
the report said, “ bu t does not now have be­ 
fore it 
any direct 
evidence that 
monies 
were corru ptly paid to or on behalf of m e m ­ 
bers of the General Assembly to influ ence 
them with respect to their official du ties 
* 
To this the grand ju ry foreman added: 
“ The records. . . indicate there have been 
abu ses of the lobbying processes du ring re­ 
cent sessions of the General Assembly ” 
At this point it is easy for the pu blic to 
be led to believe that lobbying in itself is 
an evil that ou ght 
to be disposed of as 
qu ickly as possible, Bu t the foreman of the 
ju ry did not stop there 
“ In most instances lobbying is carried on 
in an honorable and ethical m anner and con­ 
du ct of most m em b ers of the General As­ 
sem bly is above reproach in this reg ard.” he 
said. 


It is also important to bear in mind that 
the indicted lobbyist does not stand accu sed 
becau se he lobbied, bu t becau se the grand 
ju ry felt he had failed to report his lobbying 
expenses in great enou gh detail to satisfy the 
la w ’s requ irements. 


In other words, the law does no? ban lobby­ 


ing 
It only bans attempts to hide what a 
dobbyists pays to work for wdiat. 
There is a good reaon for that. It wou ld 
be next to impossible for any Legislatu re to 
accomplish anything withou t the aid of lobby­ 
ist. One session of the General Assembly is 
called u pon to render decisions on some­ 
thing more than 1,000 proposals involving a 
most as many su bjects. 
A lobbyist is an .nformed specialist in hi* 
field, and the total of all the lobbyists at­ 
tending a session represents a vast scope of 
expert knowledge. 
A legislator, on the other hand, m ay be 
an informed specialist in one or two fields 
at most. He cannot expect to cast intelligent 
votes on 1,000 other su bjects withou t some 
expert help. 
The honest legislator thu s u ses lobbyists 
to inform himself. He listens to lobbyists on 
all sides of a particu lar qu estion, tries to 
separate the ax-grinding from the informa­ 
tion, weighs this with his best information 
on the needs of his constitu ents and thereby 
pu ts himself in a position to make a reason­ 
ably intelligent decision 
The dishonest legislator is simply looking 
for a free ride, a meal ticket, a rent-free 
room and perhaps a little bonu s money 
In 
retu rn for these things he will agree to sell 
his votes with no concern for conscience or 
constitu ents. 
That is the kind 
written to expose 
and the honorable 
fear of either the 
vestigations.

Politics, and perhaps failu re to 
u nderstand the seriou sness of the 
problem, 
prevailed.

Hou se and finally the Senate pro­ 
vided a wholly inadequ ate answer. 
The heart of the issu e is some­ 
thing that most of u s regard as 
of interest only to bankers, insu r­ 
ance companies and other heavy 
investors. Bu t when its fu ll signi­ 
ficance is made clear it comes 
into the lives and homes of every 
American. 
It is concerned with the qu es­ 
tion whether the federal govern­ 
ment. in meeting the hu ge obliga­ 
tions by borrowing, will act in a 
way to check rather than fu rther 
feed the fire of inflation

Anyone

so me money to lend or invest will 
seek a borrower who will pay the 
highest price for the u se of the 
money.

THIS COMPELS the Treasu ry to 
m eet cu rrent expenses by short­ 
term bills, certificates and m a rk e t­ 
able short-term secu rities.
